y. R. 4181) 

By way of cxplaiuitlon, llie regulation 
pointed out that "wholesaler" and "retailer" 
mean the pcrsoii.s re.spectlvely relerred to a.s 
"wliolesalers" and "retailers." "Sheller" 
means a "person who .sliellH tlie'klntl of ed- 
ible tree nuts being priced." and "roaster" or 
"Salter" meana the pcr.son "who roasted or 
salted the Item bclns priced." 

In settlnR up the maximum prices lor wal- 
nuts, filberts, almonds and pecan.';, the United 
States Is divided Into two /one.s. 

"Zone I Is nil tlint part oI the 40 states 
of the United States west oI Zone II. 

"Zone II 1.^ all Hint part oI the 48 states 
of the United States and the Dl.strlet of Co- 
lumbia embraced in transcontinental Kroups 
"H" and "J", as described in North Con.st 
Territorial Directory No. 40-1 (Agent L. E. 
Klpp. I. C. C. No. MD2. Auent L. N. Doe, I. C. 
C. No. 489, Asent W. S. Ciirlctl, I. C. C. No. 
A-775 and Agent B. T. Jones, 1. C. C. No. 570.) 
and all points east of those Rroups, being 
roughly all such territory on and east of n 
line runnlnR in a North-to-Soulh direction 
through Clearmont.

NuUi running from 01 to 
115 per pound are small; 74 to 00 medium; 
Gl to 73 large, not more than 00, extra large : 
and not more than 52, oversize. 

Ineldentally, with all the talk about .short- 
age of paper, less than four and one half 
pages ol this a-paga pamphlet ivoj required 
for the printed matter, the remainder being 
— falanir-With-a-silght-chanecHn-the-fllee-or- 
the pamphlet, the whole works could have 
been gotten Into four pages. 

If the smallest ol confectioners, who like 
the one In Twin Falls points out that he 
doesn't even sell nuts, gets a copy of the 
regulation, then it's apparent that It was no 
Tiqoj^^prlntlng Job, Involving no small waste 
of paper.
